Spokesman Says Pact Is Pro­ 
voker Of International 
Apprehensions. 


Geneva, June 9 (AP)—Japan threw 
the disarmament conference into 
confusion Thursday by assailing the 
London naval treaty as a provoker 
of international aprehensions and 
refusing to renounce bombardment 
from the air until air craft carriers 
should be abolished. 
In this uncertain atmosphere the 
formal discussions of arms limita­ 
tion and reduction were adjourned 
until July 3. 
The attack on the naval accord, 
reached in London in 1930 by the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Japan, drew sharp protests from the 
American and British delegates and 
from Arthur Henderson, president of 
the Geneva parley and British for­ 
eign secretary, when the agreement 
was concluded. 
Wilson Appeals In Vain 
Hugh R. Wilson, American spokes­ 
man, also appealed earnestly—but in 
vain—to the Tokyo delegate, Am­ 
bassador Naotake Sato, to reconsider 
his stand against prohibition of 
aerial bombing as long as other great 
powers possess warships which, pro­ 
v id e landing and launching decks 
for aircraft. 
"The London treaty," Mr. Sato 
told the conference, which was sur­ 
prised at his intervention id this 
manner, "should have brought ap­ 
peasement to all the signatories. 
"On the contrary, it has created 
an atmosphere of uncertainty and 
apprehension. 
Dental Security Strengthened 
“From one side and another, in- 
flamatory speeches which were not 
calculated to appease the spirit of 
the interested peoples, have fol­ 
lowed the conclusion of this treaty. 
Therefore, the feeling of security 
I has not been strengthened." 
President Henderson and Mr. Wil­ 
son, as well as the British delegate, 
were not slow to announce their dis­ 
agreement with the Japanese view­ 
point. 
"Mr. Sato has made serious reflec­ 
tions on the London treaty," Mr. 
Henderson said. 
“As I was one of 
those who was responsible for this 
treaty you must not expect me to 
accept his reflections."

The short, crushing right-hand 
punches that knocked out Johnny 
Risko, Mickey Walker and Young 
Stribling bounced off Baer’s wide- 
grinning countenance as if the Ger­ 
man were punching a brick wall.

Washington. June 9—'There are 
sixty-four gold hoarders in Phila 
delphla who possess $99,420 worth 
of the precious but prohibited metal. 
These figures were made public 
Thursday by the department of Jus­ 
tice, which has been conducting an 
active campaign against gold hoard 
ing. 
The result of its campaign thus 
far has brought back to the treasury 
$6,000,000 gold currency by 408 per­ 
sons since Saturday, but agents of 
the department have been informed 
by thirty-seven gold hoarders that 
they intend to defy the.government’s 
edict that gold in excess of $100 
must be exchanged for currency. 
Department of justice agents have 
been informed by virtually all of the 
thirty-seven that the government 
will have to put up a fight to get 
their gold. 
The government, nat­ 
urally, will fight. 
There are approximately 10.000 
gold hoarders in the country. The 
thirty-seven defiant hoarders may 
appear a small number in compari­ 
son with the 10,000, but the depart­ 
ment points out that the thirty- 
seven were discovered among 1931 
cases which have been thus far in­ 
vestigated. 
If the percentage holds 
throughout complete investigation it 
is estimated that there will be some 
400 possessors of gold who will invite 
the government to do its worst.
